CHICAGO, June 20.—When the news 


came that the Roosevelt men had left the 
meeting of the Committee on Credentials 


9 ef thé Republican National Convention 


last night, it set the Roosevelt camp in an 
uproar. The excitement spread through- 
out the hotels, and everywhere there were 
‘knots of yelling and shouting men. Up- 
e@tairs in the Colonel's room there was also 
much excitement. It was after 11 o'clock 
when the Colonel’s telephone rang, and 
he was told that the Credentials Commit- 
tee had been framed up, and that a report 
Wad already been prepared by the Taft 
ecommitteemeA sustaining the decisions of 
the National Committee on the contested 
seats in the convention. To this word 
was added the inflammatory information 
that a set of rules hed been made to 
choke off ‘debate; end that tite’ Roosevelt 
men ‘would not ave. chance ta present. 
thelr side. 

' Mn, Roosevelt understood this to. mean 
that the report had already been adopted, 
and he was furious. He wanted to know 
who hed been elected. Chairman .of the 
committee, and when he. was told that 
his candidate for Chairman, Judge Lau-

William L. Ward of New York came 
along, arid he had e quieting effect upon 
the gatheritig. Editor Van Valkenburg of 
Philadelphia, James’ R. Garfield, Gifforé 
Pinchot, Lucius N. Littauer, and George 
W. Perking got around later, and others 
kept coming. 

Col. Roosevelt kept dashing to and fro, 
having @ word with this man and « 
word with that one, but never stopping 
long ehough to reach the point of clear 
éxplanatiom The hotheads, ike Heney, 
Johnson, Record, and Pinchot, kept up @ 
constant clamor for a bolt. They ‘were soe 
noley that it was @ifficult for the cool 
Mheads to say much. 

Finally the situation got to the stage 

where the men who were crying for war 
to the death became tired out, and then 
came the coo: heads to the fore, with 
quiet words of advice. At firat the Col- 
ohel did not care to hear them, but they 
Waited until he, too, had pretty well ex- 
hausted himself, and then they beat the 
situation into some sort of’ reasonable 
shape. Woodruff, Littauer, Clapp, and 
Hadley made it clear that they did not 
favor a bolt. At any rate, they would not 
advise it at once. It wag better to walt, 
they said,. uitil they had a better reason 
for a general revolt than had. yet ep- 
peared. 
Somebody wanted to know what had 
beeri done te prepate for @ bolt of all of 
the Roosevelt men from the convention 
proceedings: The answer was that Or- 
chestra Hail had been engagod for: 2 
meeting of the bolters, and that. they 
would hold their convention there, and 
proceed in an orderly manner to nominate 
the Colonel. The cool heads objected to 
this. They said that the first thing to do 
was to decide upon a general bolt and to 
arrange a tot of other details. Certainly, 
they said, the hiring of a hall was not a 
matter for iramediate consideration. The 
Colorel agreed with them, and the order 
for the hall was cancelled. 

Gov. Stubbs was in favor‘of slow and 
careful action: It was a very serious 
matter to bolt a convention, and while 
the bolt could take place almost any 
time it was an action that could not. be 
recalled. Therefore progress should be 
madé slowly. This idea was cordially 
indorsed by some of the other men,: and 
finally all of them agreed. It happened 
that this argument did not please the 
Colonel very much. It made him sus- 
picious of the success of an order to 
his men to walk out because some of 
them. might. refuse to walk in that direc- 
tion. 

The question of the best thing to do 
came up, and it was quickly declared 
that the ‘members of the Credentials 
Cénimittee should go back to ‘their job, 
insisting the while upon the adoption 
of @ fairer set of rules than those pro-

The first rumor that - appeared 
that he had released all of his dele- 
gates.

One State déléegation 
after another, it was Stated, was leav- 
ing him, and these stories were denied 
until the patience of the Roosevelt men 
was exhausted. Then the stories ran 
without anybody paying any gttention to 
them. 

But shortly before: noon there came 
one rumor that was admitted te be true, 
at least at that time. .This wag to the 
effect that thé Colonel was only ankious 
to obtain the nomination of a progres- 
sive, and that he did not care whether 
he was the man or not, Qné of his man- 
agers said: 

“The Taft men are only seg¢king the 
defeat of Roosevelt, That is their only 
issue. If they can accomplish this they 
will go home satisfied. But the Robdse-

Disputes in Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, and Georgia De- 
cided Against Roosevelt. 


McKinley Says That the President 
Wants All Contests Decided 
on Their Merits.

CHICAGO, June 20.—Most of the Pro- 
gressive members of the Committee on 
Credentials, who bolted from a meeting of 
that body on orders from Col. Roosevelt 
late last night, returned to the committee 
room to-day and took part in the delib- 
erations, of that body. 

If net meek and repentant they were 
at least less fnclinéd to. belligereacy, and 
the committee proceeded slowly butewith- 
out disorder to review the cases of dele- 
gates whose séats are being contested. 

The highest Roosevelt vote on contests 
was 15, while the Taft forces polled 84. 

After ten hours of work only three con- 
tésts, the Ninth Alabama, the Arizona 
State case, and the Arkansas-case, hed 
been disposed of. The committee deter- 
mined to sit htroughout the night in an 
effort to finish by the time the convention 
resumed its sesaion. 

The committee had up to midnight 
seated 26 Taft delegates.. This included 
12 from Florida, agatnst whom the Roose- 
velt men made no contest, and who were 
seated unanimously. Of the 72 contested 
delegates included in Gov. Hadiey’s list 
of these whom he claimed the National

would be in order. The press seats were 
almost deserted until nearly noon, and 
this resulted in a’ big ovation for William 
J. Bryan, wh@ is one of the most popular 
figures at this Republican convention. 
Mr. Bryan, who is here as a newspaper 
man, occupies a seat in that section of 
the press reservation to the left of the 
Chair. When he came in this morning 
only three or four newspaper correspond- 
ents were in. that particular section, and 
he made a conspicuous figure. The mo- 
ment he was seen making his way to his 
seat the women in the galleries began to | 
cheer and wave handkerchiefs, and the 
cheering was promptly taken up by_ the 
men. It spread to the floor, anid the dele- 
gates joined in it with great elation, Taft 
and Roosevelt men alike. Watson and 
Hadley, the spokesmen for the two candi- 
dates, joined in it heartily.

CHANGES a aiins COMMITTEE. 


Direct Primary Elections to the Ne« 
* tional Committee Accepted. 


CHICAGO, Juné 20:—Perpetuation of 
“gteam roller,” so far as 
the National Committee of the Repub- 
lican Party is concerned; and recdgni- 
tion of the direct primary plan of elect- 
ing members of the committee were the 
twe radical and apparently contradictory 
changes made to-day in the -rujes -gov- 
erntyg the National’ Committee “by thé 
Rules Committee of the convention. 

The Roosevelt members of the com- 
mittée did nat oppose either. « They. will, 
however, introduce a minority repert to 
the convention insisting on a reduction of 
Southern representation in the conven- 
tion, and upon the right of the various 
States to dictate the method and man- 
mér under whith their representatives 
on the National Commilttee shali ho 
elected. In other respects the rules that 
governed the Republican convention of 
four years ago were adopted, 22 to 6. 

The“ steam ‘roller ‘amentiiment™ pré- 
vides that when any member -of the 
committee bolts or refuses to support 
the nominee of the Republican Party he 
shall be summarily deposed.- The com- 
mittee then ig¢ empowered te name his 
successor. ‘In the pest ‘the successor- 
ship was dictated ty the State Central 
Committee of the State affected. 

The Rules Committee, however, held 
that this would give to a State the op- 
portunity to name to the vaéancy a 
man holding prédisely the same’ views as 
the member deposed, 
@Gécided that the power of appointment 
should be ddléguted solely ‘to thé “toth< 
mittee itself.

The 
Mayor has put himeelf in one of his 
wrongheaded moods in. this ‘matter. 
Unfit the dilapidated Afsenal has been 
for many years, and public opinion has 
long favored its demolition. But no 
other’ building can be erected on its 
site except in the face of vigorous op- 
position and in defiance of the public 
will, We should expect of a Mayor 
who has shown himself so'much alive 
to the needs of a great city, generally 
speaking, to comprehend more clearly 
the meed of preserving all its parks 
from usurpation. There is an army of 
park usurpers hereabout with a multi- 
tude of plans for park bulldings. In- 
stead of encouraging them as he does 
by such words as those in his note to 
Mr. Frick, he ‘should put the city’s 
parks under proper controi ahd appoint 
a+ Commissioner with knowledge of 
the requirements of his office, with 
taste, judgment, and a will of his own. 

The old Arsenal on -the depressed 
ground in the Park, at Fifth Avenue 
and Sixty-fourth Street, has been an 
eyesore many years. The building 
stood there ‘when the Park was, laid 
out, and hes Ween used for various 
purposes to which it was never well 
suited. The Park Commission's offices 
have lately been there, but offices in 
the new Municipal Building would 
serve the Commissioner as well. There 
are several lines of communication be- 
tween the new downtown civic centre 
and Central Park. The going ie easy. 

Steps should be taken once and for 
all to impress upon: thé minds of all 
our public officilala that the city’s 
parks are to be protected from all en- 
croachments, including any that may 
be favored by them: ‘We hope that 
the proposed mass meeting designed to 
give expression to the public will in 
this matter may not be deferred simply 
because the withdrawal of Mr. Fricx’s 
offer has removed one impending peril. 
There are other schemes of park inva- 
gion or destruction to be fought down. 
We have already commended Mr. 
Fricn'’s latest eattion. He says noth- 
ing in his letter to the Mayor about 
the possibility of the selection of en- 
other public site for thé Lenox building. 
Meanwhile apologies are due to Mr. 
Fatcx, and if it is possible to induce 
him to renew his proposal without the 
assistance of Mr Stover the gift should 
be accepted and ‘put to some good use. 
Several have been suggested by pub- 
lic-spirited citisens..

THE PRINCE Of WALES. 

The discussion going on in English 
newspapers regarding the coming of 
age of the Prince of Waunas is not quite 
so trivial as it may seem at first glance. 
Prince EDwArp will finish his eigh- 
teenth year next Sunday. He could be 
crowned King, if chance should make 
him King, and rule his people as 
surely as any British sovereign 
has lately ruled them. Perhaps 
his mother would serve as Re- 
gent until he finished his twenty- 
first year, for the sake of appearances. 
But on Sunday, nevertheless, Prince 
Epwarp will succeed Queen MARY: as 
the potential Regent. Precedents are 
hard to discover in history. There,is a 
tradition that the Prince will be legally 
of age on his eighteenth birthday, and 
he will then come into possession of the 
estates of the Duchy of Cornwall. His 
father became Prince of Watzs in his 
thirty-sixth year, while his grandfa- 
ther, who was born to the title, did not 
publicly assume many of the honors of 
the heir to the throne until he had 
passed his boyhood. Epwarp V., who 
was never crowned or set eyes upon his 
throné, was King by right at the age of 
18, while Bpwarp VI. ruled England, 
With the help of a Lord. Protector, at 
the age of 10, and both had been 
Princes of Waues. Probably in the 
earlier days a Prince was considered 
of age when he was old enough to ride 
his horse and handie his sword. 

It is not likely, however, that Prince 
Epwarp will be pushed forward, that 
he will sit among the peers, or be con- 
spicuous at State functions for a few 
years more. These are troublous times 
in England. The Prince will win more 
respect from. his democratic subjects 
by sticking to his books and his youth- 
ful tasks until he is a full grown mani. 
He seems a very sensible lad; one who 
would not be likely to try to rush the 
season of royalty. He has good health, 
and is likely to get his full share of 
royal honors later on, perhaps undeér 
trying conditions. So that while he 
may have an unusually ' ceremonious 
eighteenth birthday party he will prob- 
ably remain a boy until he is 21 years 
old or older. 


A NEW COMBINATION. 

The situation growing out of the pro- 
posed international loan to the Chinése 
Republic has become serious, if the re- 
ports in yesterday's cable dispatches 
should be confirmed. The points of 
greatest importance are that Japan and 
Russia seem to have parted company in 
the effort to secure specia! privileges in 
Manchuria and Mongolie; that Russia 
not only insists on special privileges for 








herself; in case of united action; but 


has undertaken to provide extensive aid 
to China’on her own ' account and 
on her own terms; and that all the 
other Powers—Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Japan, and the United States— 
are prepared to resist the policy of 
Russia. 

The significance of this elignment is 
not confined to the Orient, or to. the 
relations of the Powers in Oriental af- 
fairs. For the first time Japan ap- 
pears to be deliberately withdrawing 
from the more or less definite partner- 
ship with Russia as to Chine. But 
what may prove of greater consé- 
quence, France, in this matter, is sid- 
ing with Germany against her ally, 


*? Russia, and Germany is siding with 


Great Britain. The issue {se not defi- 
nite, and every effort will be made to 
keep it from becoming: acute; but the 
change of grouping, eVen for a tem- 
porary situation, suggests ultimate re- 
sults of much interest.’ Obviously, for, 
instance, the recognition in _practica! 
form of the principle of équal commer- 
ela] rights for all, coupled with the 
integrity of Chinese territory, which 
is the basis of the loan agreement, must 
form a precedent of value in settling

Children at Aid Society's Schoo! 
Are Examined and Nearly 
All Need Treatment. 


PLAN TO EXTEND THE WORK 


And Estabiish Regular Clinic for $ci- 
entific Practice of Orthodontia— 
Importance Pointed Out. 


The upbuilding of character and the 
overcoming of physical imperfections 
through remedying irregularities of 
children’s teeth, are the objects of a 
Movement which’ has just been started 
by Miss Theora Carter of 610 West 116th 
Street, the President and foundér of the 
Society of Good Cheer. It is the hope 
of the sotiety that freé clinics ‘may be 
established, and it was with this end in 
view that the mouths of some seventy- 
five children of the school of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society, 417 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, were examined yesterday 
afternoon by Dr. George B. Palmer of 
40 Bast Forty-first Street. 

Miss Carter was on hand to explain 
the objects she has in view, and so was 
Mrs, Montgomery Hallewell, Vice Pres- 
ident of the Society of Good Cheer. The 
children were marshaled by Miss Haight, 
the $uperintendent of the school, and one 
by one the little boys and girls submitted 
to an examination by the dentist. They 
looked on with wondering eyes and spent 
much of the waiting time in a corner of 
the room examining each other’s teeth. 
While they sat in front of the dentist 
they had to listen to a frank exposition 
of their dental shortcomings: and their 
chauces. of growing in mental height 
without having their teeth attended to. 

The theory of the work as explained 
by Dr. Palmer, is that nature has ar- 
ranged for the proper dovetalling of the 
bony sutures of the head, and thet when 
this goes on as nature intends the, lower 
jaw, which is the key of proper adjust- 
ment, swings into proper position. If 
through any defect the jaws do not come 
together or lock naturally then the whole 
adjustment is thrown out of gear. The 
obstacles to this natural hinging are the 
teeth; ‘Unnatural positions of the teeth 
interfere with the working of nature in 
the proper closing of the bony structufe. 
All this results in improper development,
